Category 4 : Advanced Design, General Purpose, Expensive “enwood TS-829°, Yaeca 
FT=-991 DM, Drake TR7 
The Category 4 rigs appeared to offer the best way to satisfy club etation requirc- 
ments; the executive committee decided to analyze those equipments 560 a final 
selection could be madee 


The Drake TR-7 appears on paper to offer some very advanced features, the magazine 
ado are very intriquinge Unfortunately, it was not possible to find one to 
evaluate in the immediate area, and we were advised that delivery would be tirht 
for several months. There are not exough on the bands to be able to fet any 
opinions on the merits of the TR-7. We reluctantly decided to drop thic rig fre 
consideration. 


The Kenwood TS-820S and Yaesu FT-901DM are fairly similar in capability. ‘re 
evaluation table lists the similarities and differences. The major selection 
factors are summarized as follows (based on one hour hands-on evaluations of toth 
rigs sidc by side with same antenna, and a lot of phone calls): 


Kenwood 175-8705 Advantages: 
=~ At least $150 cheaper, with CW Filter, even if we get the FT9OIDM at the old frice 


= Has an Aux position for a new band (901 has none) 
- Speech monitor for speech compressor adjustment 
= Kenwood will provide warranty service in Compton no matter where we buy it. 


(With Yaesu we must send rig back to dealer no matter where he is, esu service 
facility is in Paramount).

Final Necision 


The subcommittee recommended the Kenwood TS820S (with CK filter) for purchase 
for W5TR%. The Kenwood and the Yaesu are both fine radios, but: 

- The additional features of the Yaesu are not worth the price difference (to us) 
- The Kenwood has an excellent track record; the Yaesu is new and gwcy still have 
teething troubles. 

- In view of the above, the Yaesu warranty service policy (shipping rig tack to 
dealer) 16 unacceptable, ‘his was probably the strongest factor in making the 
decision. 


The executive committee accepted the recommendation, and voted unanigously to 
purchase the Kenwood TS=8205. An order has been placed, and next month we'll 


give you a report on how the new rig works.
